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This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  bulletins  giving  estimated  food  balances  for 
some  80  Free  World  countries  in  or  about  the  year  1958.  The  food  balance, 
summarizing  in  statistical  form  the  food  supply  situation  of  a  country  or  area, 
shows  production,  import  requirements,  export  availabilities,  the  utilization 
of  domestically  consumed  supplies,  and  national  consumption,  both  total  and 
average  per  capita,  of  individual  foods  or  food  groups.  The  methodology  applied 
in  analyzing  the  composition  of  the  food  supply  and  its  disappearance  through 
the  food  balance  approach  is  discussed  in  U.S.D.A.  Agriculture  Monograph  10, 
July  1951,  which  is  available  in  most  libraries.  Here  it  should  be  noted  that 
many  countries  report  only  a  part  of  their  food  production,  while  few  report 
stocks  or  utilization  of  supplies.  To  present  a  reasonably  complete  picture  of 
food  supplies,  it  has  been  often  necessary,  therefore,  to  fill  in  gaps  with 
estimates  based  on  fragmentary  information  from  scattered  sources.  Consequently, 
the  actual  supply  level  for  individual  foods  and  for  all  foods  combined  as 
indicated  in  the  balances  should  be  regarded  as  approximate  rather  than  precise. 
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FOOD  BALANCES  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES ■ 
PART  I:   ESTIMATES  FOR  16  COUNTRIES  OF  WESTERN  EUROPE  l/ 

Introduction 


Western  Europe,  containing  nearly  300  million  people  or  about  10  percent  of  the 
world's  population,  is  among  the  highly  industrialized  and  technologically  advanced 
countries  of  the  world.  Most  countries  in  the  region  produce  enough  food  and  things 
that  can  be  traded  for  food  to  maintain  consumption  at  high  levels.  Though  agri- 
culture engages  only  about  one-quarter  of  the  gainfully  employed  in  Western  Europe, 
food  production  per  capita  of  the  total  population  (net  of  food  produced  from 
imported  feed)  compares  favorably  with  that  in  most  other  regions.   At  the  same 
time,  Western  Europe  imports  the  larger  part  of  the  food  entering  international 
trade  channels,  including  most  of  the  meat,  cheese,  eggs,  butter,  and  other  fats 
and  oils,  and  well  above  one-third  of  the  wheat  as  well  as  about  three-fourths  of 
the  feed  grains  and  nearly  all  of  the  oilcake.  Part  of  the  feed  is  exported  in 
the  form  of  livestock  products,  which  accounts  for  some  60  percent  of  total  food 
output.  Western  Europe  is  also  an  important  exporter  of  some  fruits,  nuts,  and 
olive  oil. 

Within  Western  Europe,  the  pattern  of  food  production,  dependence  on  imports, 
and  availability  of  exports  vary  sharply  from  one  part  of  the  region  to  another. 
For  example,  livestock  is  by  far  the  most  important  sector  of  agriculture  in  most 
countries  north  of  the  Alps,  whereas  crops  for  direct  human  consumption  predominate 
in  the  south.  The  United  Kingdom  imports  a  substantial  proportion  of  its  supplies 
of  most  foods  whereas  Denmark  has  an  export  surplus  of  most  foods. 

The  over-all  food  consumption  level  in  Western  Europe  changes  little  from  year 
to  year.   Average  consumption,  for  the  region  as  a  whole,  in  terms  of  energy 
value,  remains  around  2,900  calories  per  person  per  day,  ranging  from  about  2,500 
in  Portugal  to  nearly  3,400  in  Ireland.  The  composition  of  the  diet  also  shows 
great  variation  from  country  to  country.  Judged  by  Western  European  standards, 
grain  consumption  is  high  in  the  Mediterranean  countries,  accounting  for  over 
half  of  the  calories  in  the  Italian  and  Greek  diets,  compared  with  about  25  percent 
in  Denmark  and  Sweden.   But  all  the  countries  with  a  low  grain  consumption  have 
a  relatively  large  consumption  of  sugar  and  potatoes.   So  far  as  protein-rich 
animal  foodstuffs  are  concerned  (meat,  fish,  eggs,  milk,  and  cheese),  the  three 
Scandinavian  countries  rank  highest  and  about  equal,  with  close  to  30  percent 
of  the  calorie  value  of  their  food  supply  obtained  from  these  foods.  The  share 
of  fats  in  the  diet  is  highest  in  the  Netherlands,  West  Germany,  and  Norway, 
while  Greece,  Italy,  Portugal,  Spain,  and  France  head  the  list  of  fruit  and 
vegetable  consumers. 

Detailed  information  on  the  food  supply  in  16  West  European  countries  may 
be  found  in  the  food  balances  here  presented.  Production  data  in  these  balances 
are  largely  official  figures,  supplemented  in  some  cases  with  FAS  estimates; 
imports  and  exports  have  been  taken  from  official  sources;  utilization  data  are 
to  a  considerable  extent  FAS  estimates.  Official  production  and  trade  data  have 
sometimes  been  adjusted  to  ensure  that  in  all  the  food  balances,  meat  and  fat 
obtained  from  imported  animals,  or  fats  and  oils  obtained  from  imported  oil- 
bearing  materials,  are  counted  not  as  domestic  production  but  as  imports. 
Conversely,  the  estimated  supply  of  meat  and  fat  from  slaughter  animals  exported 
is  included  in  domestic  output  as  well  as  in  exports.  Generally,  slaughter  fats 
(all  fat  separated  as  such  in  the  slaughter  process)  are  not  included  in  the 
meat  figures  but  are  given  separately;  meat  data,  therefore,  are  net  of  slaughter 
fats,  not  only  lard  and  tallow  but  also  fatback  in  all  those  cases  where  this  is 
in  accordance  with  the  food  habits  of  the  country  concerned.
